Our former Anſwers and Declarations, and 
of whom: onely We would be underſtood to 
ſpeak,think ſuch Declarations and Votes to be 
ſuch unrefiſtable Engines of Battery againſt 
Us andthe Law, that no ſtrength can oppoſe 
them: And therefore though they will cake 
notice from whence that Letter came, they 
will vouchſafe it no other mention , but of a 
Paper ( as if found by chance) inſcribed, To 
Our truſty and welbeloved, Wc, Andit is won- 
der , that ſince they havenſurped the Supream 
Power to themſelves, they havenot taken up- 
on them the Supream Style too, and directed 
this very new Declaration , Totheir truſty and 
welbeloved, th:ir Subjetts of the Citie of London, 
For ir.is too great and palpable a ſcorn toper- 
ſwadethemco take up Arms againſt Our Per- 
ſon, under colout of being loving Subjects to 
Our Office, and to Deſtroy Us , thatthey may 
Preſerve the King. | : 

They are offended that We ſhould belceve, 
That their end of perſwading-Our Subjects 
toraile Horle, andto furniſh Money upon pre- 
tence of a Guard for the Parliameat, is intruth 
to imploy thoſe. Horſe, Men and Money a- 
gainſt Us ; Lecthc reaſons of Our belief be ne-

ver fo ſtrong, and their Actions never ſo evi- 
dent to compell all other men to belceve ſo 
too, The Lords and Commons do declare 
( think what you will, and ſee whatyou can ) 
That the Defigne of thoſe Propofitions for raifing 
Men, Horſe and Money, u to maintain the *Prote- 
ſtant Religion , The Kings Autbority and Perſon 
in hu Royall Dignity , The free courſe of Juſtice, 
The Laws of the Land, The Peace of the Kingdom, 
and the Priviledges of Parliament againſt any 
Force which {ball oppoſe them: And this all men 
are bound to beleeve, though they feethe Pro- 
reſtant Religion, and the Profeſſors thereof 
miſerably reproached, and indanger of being 
deſtroyed by a vicious and Malignant Party of 
Brownifts; Anabapriſts, and other Sectaries, 
( the principall ring-leaders of whom have too 
reat 2 power, even with ſome Members in 
both Our Houſes of Parliament ) Our Autho- 
rity deſpiſed, &,as much as in them lies, taken 
from Us, and reviled in Pulpits and Preſſes by 
perſons immediately in their Proteion, and 
of their recommendation, and OQurPerlon dri- 
ven away by Tumults and rude multitudes, a- 
gainft whom We can have no Juſtice, The 
courſe: of Juſtice interrupted and ſtopped by 
A3 Orders.

Orders and Injun&ions never heard of till this 
Parliament ; The Laws of the Land trampled 
under foot and fruſtrated , and new Laws at- 
tempted to be made and impoſed upon . Our 
Subje&ts without and againſt Our conſent; 
The Peace of the Kingdom ſhaken and tright- 
ed away by diſcountenancing the Laws, ab- 
ſolving ( as muchas in them lies ) the people 
fromthe Rules of Government or Obedience, 
and even declaring a War againſt Us, andthe 
Laws of the Land; And laſtly, The Priviledges 
of Parliamentſo far extended , as ifto the bare 
ſound of Priviledge of Parliament, The Liberty 
and Projery of the Subjett,the dignity and cer- 
rainty of the Law were in ſuch ſubjetion, that 
they may firſt make what.Orders they pleale, 
and in what caſes they pleaſe; And whoſoever 
diſputes thoſe Orders, and ſubmitsnot tothoſe 
Vores, breaks their Priviledges, and whoſoe- 
ver breaks their Priviledges is an Enemieto the 
Common-wealth, and worthy of ſuch other 
Attributes (either of favouring the Rebellion 
in Treland, or advancing the War here) as are 
moſt likely to render that perſon ſuſpected or 
odious rothe People : If in truth this be evi- 
*zntly and demonſtrably the caſe, ſuch Decla.

rations will no more gain credit with , or 
longer miſ-lead Our Subjedts, then if they 
ſhould tell them, That Weare perſonally with 
them in Loxdos, when all men ſee Us here 
at York, 
As they have Declared (the beft A 

or Evidence you areto look for) that all that 
they dois lawfull , becauſe they do it; ſorthey 
proceed, bythe ſame power , to aſſure thole, 
who arc apt to be deceived by them, that the 
Forcealready. attending Us (they would cer. 
tainly do otherwiſe if they did really beleeye 
ſuch Force to beabout Us) and the Prepara- 
tioa We are making, doevidently appear tobe 
intended for ſome great and extraordinary 
Defigne, and do jultific theis former Votes 
of Our intention of Leavying Warre againſt 
Our Parliament : And they have atlaſt given 
ſome Reaſon forthat Vote and Declaration 
They finde by our ſeverall Declarations that 
We intend force againſt choſe who ſhall ſub- 
mit to the Ordinance of the Militia, and that 
We intend to make an attempt upon Hull: In 
boch which Caſes they are pleaſed to declare, 
That whatſoever violence ſhall be uſed either a- 
g4inſt thoſe who exerciſe this Militia » ma

Hull , tbey cannot but take it 4s done againſ# the 
Parliamest. We are beholding to chem that 
they have explained to all Our good Subjects 
the meaning of their Charge again Us, That 
by Our intention of making War againſt Our 
Parliament no more is pretended:to be meant, 
but Our Reſolution not to ſubmit to the high 
injuſtice and indignity of the Ordinance, and 
the buſineſſe of Hull. We have never concea- 
led Our intentions in either of thoſe particu- 
lars (We wiſh they would deal as cleerly with 
Us} but have alwayes , and do now declare, 
Thar that pretended Ordinance is againſt the 
Law of the Land, againſt the Liberty and 
Property of the Subject, deſtructive to Sove- 
raignty , andtherefore not conſiſtent with the 
very Conſtitution & Eſſence of the Kingdom, 

i rothe Rightand Priviledge of Parliament, 
| That We are bound by Our Oath (and all Our 
Subjects are bound by theirs of Alleagiance & 
Supreamacic,andtheir own Proteſtation late- 
ly taken, to aſſiſt Us) ro oppoſe that Ordinance 
which is putalready in execution againſt Us, 
notonely by Training and Arming Our Sub- 
jets ; but by forceably removing the Maga- 
Zines from the placestruſted by the Counties, 
to

to their Own houſes, and guardingit there 
with Armed men, whither it will benextre= 
moved & how uſed by ſuch perſons We know 
not. That the keeping Us out of Hull by Sir 
Tobn Hotham was an A& of high Treaſon a- 

ainſt Us, and the taking away Our Magazine 
and Munition from Us was an Ac of Vio- 
lence upon Us (by what hands or by whoſe 
direction ſoever it was done) andin both Ca- 
ſes, byrhe help of God and the Law, We will 
have Juſtice or loſe Our life inthe requiringit, 
the which We do not value at thar rate as to 
preſerve it with the infamy of ſuffering Our 
Self to be rob'd and ſpoiled of that dignity We 
were borne to. And if ic be pofhible for Our 
good Subjects to beleeve, that ſuch a defence 
of Oar Self, with the utmoſt power & ſtrength 
Wecan raile , #s making a War againſt the Par- 
ltiament , We do not doubt (however it ſhall 
pleaſe God to diſpoſe of Us in that Contenti- 
on) bur the ſuſtice of Our Cauſe will at the laſt 
prevail againſt thoſe few Malignant Spirics 
who for their own ends and Ambitious de- 
ſignes have ſo miſled and corrupted the under- 
ſtandings of Our People , and that both Our 
houſes of Parliament will in ſhort time dil- 
B cerne

cerne by their own obſervation and the Infor- 
mation We ſhall ſpeedily give them, how neer 
this Flouriſhing Kingdom is brought toruine 
and cenfuhon by theſe Perſons. | 

And ſince neither Our Declaration , nor the 
Teſtinyony of ſo many of Our Lords now 
with Us can procurecredit with theſe Men , 
but that they proceed toleavy Horſe, & to raiſe 
Money and Asms againſt Us; We are notto be 
blamed, if (after ſo many gracious expoſtula. 
tions with them upon undeniable Principles 
of Law andReaſon, which-they anſwer one- 
ly by voting that which We lay to be neither 
Law nor Reaſon, and fo proceed aRtually to 
leavie War upon Us to juſtifie that which can- 
not be otherwiſe defended) ar laſt We make 
ſuch Proviſion, that as We have been dri- 
ven from-London, and kept from Hull, We may 
not be furprized at York, but ina condition to 
reſiſt & bringro juſtice thoſe Men, whowould 
perſwade Qur People, that theirReligion is in 
danger, becauſe We will not conſentit ſhall be 
intheir power toalter it by their V otes;or their 
Liberty in danger , becauſe We will allow no 
ludge of that Liberty bur the known Law of 
the Land: yet what ever Proviſion We ſhall be 
compelled

compelled tomake for Our Security , We will 
be ready to lay downas ſoon as they ſhall have 
reyoked the Orders by which they have made 
Leavies, and ſubmit thoſe perſons who have 
detained Our Towns, carried away Our 
Arms, and putthe Militia in execution con- 
eraryto Our Proclamation, to that Triall of 
their Innocence the Law directs, & to which 
they were born. If this be not ſummitted to, 
We ſhall with as good a Conſcience (and We 
beleeve We ſhall not want the affeRions of 
Qur good Subjects to that end) proceed againſt 
thoſe who ſhall preſume to exerciſe thar pre- 
tenced Ordinance for the Militia, and the o- 
ther who keep Our Town of Hull from Us, 
as We would recfift perſons who'came to take 
away Our life or Our Crown from Us. And 
therefore We ſhall again remember and re- 
quire Qur Citic of Londos to obey Our former 
Commands, and not tobe milled by che O- 
rations of thoſe Men (whoare made deſpe- 
rate by their Fortunes, or their Fortunes by 
them ) who tell themrheir Religion, Libertie, 
and Properrtie isto be preſerved no other way 
bur by their diſloyaltie croUs; Thar they are 
now atthe brink of the river , and may draw 
B 2 their

their Swords, when nothing purſues them 
but cheir own evill conſciences, Let them ex- 
amine what excellent fruits of Religion the 
lives of thoſe Men have brought forth, and 
* what great Advancers-they have been of the 
Publike Libertie, ayd Property ; How long 
they: have had thoſe Opinions they would 
ruine them to defend, and how they came 
to thoſe Opinions ; Let them conſider whe- 
ther their Eſtates cometothem , and are ſetled 
upon them by Orders of both Houſes, | or by 
chat Law which We Defend; Whar Security 
they can havetoenjoy their Own, when they 
have helped to Rob Us; And what an happy 
Concluſion that Warre is like to have, which 
is raiſed to opprefle their . Soveraigne; That 
the Wealth and Glory of their Citieis not like 
to be deſtroyed anyother way., but (and that 
way inevitably it muſt) by Rebelling. againſt 
Us, nor their Wives and Children to be ex- 
poled to violence and villanie, but by thoſe 
who. make their Appetite and Will- the Mea- 
fureand Guide co all their Actions. Lerthem 


not fancie to themlelves Melancholike appre- | 


henſions, which/are capable of no ſatisfati- 
en, butetthem ſeriouſly conſider what ſecu-

rity they can have, that they have not under 
Us or bcenoffered by Us; And whether the 
Dodtrine theſe men teach, and would have 
them defend , doth not deſtroy the foundati- 
ons upon which their ſecuritie is builr, 

And We dolaſtly declare again, andpub- 
liſhto all the World ; That Wefſhall proceed 
againſtall Perſons whatſoever that ſhall afliſt 
thoſe Leavies, by furniſhing of Horſe, Mo- 
ney and Plate, as againſtthe Diſturbers of the 

Publique Peace, and the Authors of 

thale Diſtrations which threaten, 
the Ruine of Us and this 
Kingdom.
